that gentleman and his “corporation 
onnections” through the Provineial 
eampaign: 

‘The Herald solemnly warned the 
Conkervatives of Alberta on the eve 
of their first convention, against 
the selection of any man asa lead- 
er who was under obligations to 
framehised corporations or in = a 
nosition where he might have to 
judge between the people’s interests 
and those of corporations seeking 
franchise favors.” 

The Herald’s recollection is not 
quite right.

YUKON ADMINISTRATION 


A banguet was tendered Hon. Mr. 
Oliver in Dawson City. Mr. Oliver 
is reported as saying in part: 

“We recognize the responsibility of 
the government in regard to the ad- 
ministration of public affairs here as 
elsewhere throughout the country. | 
would, fowever, suggest that it is 
possible to overestimate the influence 
ana control of over 
these affairs. { think I 
chairman suggest that the govern- 
ment shoula or might be the author

We 
hope that the good understanding 
which we shall ‘endeavor to estab- 
lish between the people of the Yukon 
and the Government of the country 
in its administration of affairs in 
this territory will be accompanied by 
a mutual good understanding among 
the people of the territories them- 
selves. We cannot have success if 
the people have not confidence in the 
fair dealing of the adntinistration, 
and we cannet have success if the 
government in its administration is 
continually faced by turmoil, conten- 
tion and contrary pulling among the 
people of the territory. (Cheers.) 

{{ there is tc be suecess in this 
country, it must be by the mutuak 
determination of the people, and the 
government, to work &noulder to 
piboulder. We hope to do our duty, 
ana we believe that you will doe 
yours. 

While talking in this strain, let 
me say that the conditions at the 
present time, as they strike me from 
the point of view of an outsider, 
render» it imperative that there 
should be an especial union of forces 
under the special circumstances that 
confront the people of the Yukon 
today. 

“Yhis camp today is not what it 
was five years ago. !t never Ww ill be ; 
it never can be what it was five 
years ago. This camp five years ago 
was the best the world ever saw. 
There never was such an ares of rich 
gold-bearing ground so easily acces- 
sible. If say that the conditions have 
changed, and we “‘nust accep* the 
change 0? conditions and work to 
meet that change of conditions or we 
eannot expect success. We cannot 
expect the same results from pres- 
ent conditions, as we did from con~- 
ditions existing a few years ago. 

“At the same time, if my obser- 
vations, and the information which 
i have received are correct, we have 
today an area immediately tributary 
to the city in which there are still 
probably the richest gold fields now 
in operation in the world. 

“f am given to understand that 
over one hundred million dollars has 
been taken from the covntry within 
forty miles of the city of Dawson. 

“( am given to understand that 
there is still another hundred mil- 
lion within the same area, now mM 
process of being taken out, Hut {it 
will be no part of the policy of the 
government to encourage the in- 
dividuai miner to fight the capitalist 
and the government will not let the 
capitalist crowd the individual nmin- 
er. We must recognize that the 
condjtions under which the second 
hundred million will be taken must 
be radically different from those un- 
der which the first hundred mil- 
lion was obtained. 

“f am not so sure, Mr. Chairman 
and gentlemen. that the conditions 
under which the second hundred mil- 
lion will be taken out will be very 
much better than those surrounding 
the taking out of the first hundred 
millions. [t will mean a better and 
more equable distribution of the 
money fto 4 larger number of 
people. There is no reason, as I take 
it. for anything but the fullest con- 
fidence in the Klondike district, and 
in this whole Yukon territory for 
half a century at least. 

“Tt has pleased me since my ar- 
rival here to find that the commis 
sioner has won the approval of the 
people of the territory on his admin- 
istration. (Cheers.) We have every 
confidence that he will continue to 
merit that approval and we sincerely 
hope that he will yet it. (From the 
audience, “He’s ali right.’) 

“J thank you, Mr- Chairman, and 
gentlemen, for your very kind dem- 
onstration, and for your very hearty 
approval of the sentiments [ have 
placed before you.
